Recessions bring major changes 


Students switch to fields 
with better job prospects

Many college students who pursue their stud- 
ies during recessions develop a pragmatic ap- 
proach and switch to majors with better job 
prospects, according to a study published in 
July by a local researcher. 

Benjamin Keys, assistant professor at the 
Harris School of Public Policy at the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, analyzed census data on college 
major choice in the U.S. from 1962 to 2013 with 
Brian Cadena at the University of Colorado 
at Boulder and Erica Blom at the consulting 


firm Edgeworth Economics, finding that for 
every 1 percentage point rise in the unemploy- 
ment rate, more than 3 percent of men and 
4 percent of women changed majors. 

A 1 percentage point rise in joblessness 
translates into significant gains in the num- 
ber of men majoring in engineering (0.6 
percent), accounting (0.2 percent) and busi- 
ness (0.1 percent) and losses in education 
fields (0.4 percent) and sociology (0.1 per- 
cent). A 1 percentage point uptick in the 
unemployment rate means boosts in the 
share of women studying business fields 
(0.6 percent), nursing (0.3 percent) and ac- 
counting (0.2 percent) while there is an exodus 


from education (0.6 percent) and literature 
and language fields (0.3 percent). 

The unemployment rate rose 5 percentage 
points between December 2007 and October 
2009, according to the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. 

“We know young people are generally the 
last in and first out when you have an eco- 
nomic downturn,” Keys said. “One thing these 
young people are doing is adjusting their skill 
sets and human capital decisions to avoid a 
field that would be sensitive to a recession. So 
you see an increase in engineering and nursing. 
Those kind of professions that are especially 
recession-proof.” 


Their research suggests that economic 
downturns prompt many to change their ma- 
jor to a field that is more challenging, requires 
more math and, most important, pays more. 
Researchers infer that these students can earn 
a degree in a science, technology engineering 
and math field but chose not to in times of 
stronger labor markets. 

The decision to switch majors will offset the 
impact of the recession by about 10 percent on 
their wages and ultimately improve their long- 
term earnings, Keys said. 

The study has prompted follow-up research 
on the relationship between local and national 
job markets as they pertain to specific majors.

BREAK OUT YOUR CRAYONS AND MARKERS— 
COLORING BOOKS ARE COOL AGAIN

j— I he latest craze in the publishing world is leaving out 
LI one key characteristic of most books: words. 

Many adults are going back to the drawing board— literally In 
the past couple of years, adult coloring books have been gaining 
popularity steadily climbing up Amazon’s best-seller list until Jo- 
hanna Basford’s “Secret Garden” coloring book became the top 
seller of all books in April, according to CNN. (As of Monday af- 
ternoon, “Secret Garden” sat at No. 2, with Basford’s “Enchanted 
Forest” coloring book not far behind at No. 7.) 

Adult coloring books usually feature much more intricate de- 
signs and illustrations than those marketed for children in order 
to challenge grown-ups’ skill levels, and some are geared specifi- 
cally toward providing a therapeutic outlet for adults. For example, 
‘Adult Coloring Book: Stress Relieving Patterns” is the other col- 
oring book on Amazon’s current Top 10 best-sellers, at No. 8 on the 
list as of Monday afternoon. 

Though “Secret Garden” has been available for nearly two years, 
pop culture is just now jumping on the bandwagon, and with good 
reason— NPR reports that Basford’s coloring book has sold more 
than 1.5 million copies since its publication in 2013. Authors behind 
books-turned-TV shows “Game of Thrones” and “Outlander,” as 
well as comic book giant Marvel, are all set to release adult coloring 
books in October. 




Secret Paris

Even if Paris isn’t your favorite place in the 
world, this book is sure to please any lover of 
feminine details and style.

U.S. WOMEN’S SOCCER 
ROCKETS TO TOP OF VIP 
LIST AFTER WORLD CUP

The “Colbert Bump” is a term talk-show host 
Stephen Colbert uses to describe the surge in 
brand awareness after he interviews someone. 

Along those lines, the National Women’s 
Soccer League and the Chicago Red Stars 
are experiencing something much bigger: the 
“World Cup Bump.” 

The U.S. women’s national team not only 


won the World Cup, it dominated Japan in a 
memorable championship game. Three mem- 
bers of that team— Julie Johnston, Christen 
Press and Lori Chalupny— play for the Red 
Stars, and a fourth, Shannon Boxx, retired 
right after the World Cup. 

The Red Stars’ profile is rising substantially 
as the team has drawn over-capacity crowds in 
its two home matches since the tournament 
ended about a month ago. 

Meanwhile, the players are becoming celeb- 
rities. The nine-team NWSL is stocked with 
international talent beyond the U.S. national 
team representatives. 


“The most shocking to me is young boys 
coming up to me as well as young girls,” said 
Red Stars and U.S. national team defender 
Johnston. “We expected to inspire a lot of 
young girls, but for it to also be young boys 
who come up to me and say ‘Hey, I loved 
watching you play’ is really cool.” 

Johnston was one of the World Cup’s 
breakout stars. She was one of three Ameri- 
can finalists for the Golden Ball award as the 
tournament’s most outstanding player. John- 
ston also played every minute of the team’s 
first five World Cup games and was named 
Player of the Match for the USA’s i-o victory

Her workhorse efforts even drew the atten- 
tion of a Hollywood A-lister. 

“My team told me Tom Hanks called me 
‘the beast’ or something [on social media}, so 
I thought that was pretty funny and pretty 
shocking,” Johnston said. 

The World Cup champs are now getting 
recognized everywhere from grocery stores 
to airports. Chalupny said she was recognized 
at Lollapalooza. 

“There’s a lot more media interest as far as 
interviews and television, and getting recog- 
nized on the regular news channels,” Chalup- 
ny said. “I think the overall recognition has 
improved a whole lot. Hopefully that trickles 
down and makes this league even more suc- 
cessful. We hope to kind of ride this wave.” 

Life after the World Cup has also seen an 
adjustment in the way players relate on the 
pitch. They were a band of sisters while on in- 
ternational duty but they went back to being 
opponents once club play resumed. 

Red Stars forward Press scored a goal in the 
World Cup, and with eight goals in just sev- 
en games, she’s in prime position to win the 
NWSL scoring title. 

“It’s actually really fun to play against your 
former teammates that you care for so much,” 
she said. “You get to see the smiling faces and 
relive the good moments that you had with 
each other this summer. 

‘And when you’re playing against each oth- 
er, you appreciate all of their qualities in a new 
way It’s an opportunity to realize how danger- 
ous all of my teammates that I’m now playing 
against are.” 

Press also was one of just three national 
team players, along with Alex Morgan and 
Abby Wambach, to be “Simpsonized” before
